1 . Applicant's arguments filed February 28, 2008, have been fully considered. 

2. Claims 1-2, 5-6, 9-12, and 14-18 are pending and have been examined. Claims 
3-4, 7-8, and 13 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- Claims 1 -2, 5-6, 9-1 2, and 1 4-1 8 are allowed; 

- regarding independent claims 1,10, and 1 5 the prior art of record neither 
alone nor in combination teach " assigning each key a key press value:
